STURGEONS AS THEY FEED. 


Peculiar Way These Big Fish Attack 
and Absorb Their Prev. 
Tile sturgeon feeds along muddy l»ot- 
tom* en small *heilfl*b, water weeds I 
and bottom tithes. 
According to the 
Zoological Society Bulletin, Its method 
of feeding la |H*culiar. I ndemeath the 
snout aud near the point of it are four 
barbel*, or “feeler's" about two and a | 
half inches long and placed about three 
quarters of au inch apart across the 
snout. 
It swim* with the snout clote 
to tho lxittom. which allows the barbel* 
to trail along on the *nnd or mud 
Whenever the barble!* ton *h tin* pro 
trudlng siphons of the soft shelled 
clam or tile razor clam the alpheus of 
the dam s contract aud by doing so 
notify the sturgeon of their presence, 
It halts aud with its trio* ope mouth 
pumps the sand or mud away from 
the clam, passes it out of the gill open­ 
ings and final]r draws tin* clam fret* 
Us resting place into its Jaws aud 
there crushes it. 
The larger portions 
of the shell tt din* urds through tho gill 
openings, but If the clams are amal! it 
discards very little of the alien, but 
swallow a nearly all of it. 
Another way the sturgeon has of 
feeding Is to plow a furrow through 
the sand or mud with its long imititod 
snout, then to turn round and go back 
through the furrow and pick tip what­ 
ever small mollusks ami cni-‘ta«,eaus 
it may have expired. It also suck* up 
with its protruding mouth great quan­ 
tities of sand and mud, sifts them 
through lr* gills and thereby find* 
many small organisms upon which It 
feed*.
